XIV.— THE RIVER AND LAKE SHORE CITY 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 



Authorizing the construction and operation of certain 
horse railways in the streets of the city of Milwaukee. 

Tho mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee do ordain as follows : 

flection J. Be it ordained by the common council of , 
the city of Milwaukee, in the name 
city, that there is hereby granted to " The River and Lake Ward*. 
Ifkoiv City JiailicB}/ Company'' organized in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter seventy-three, of the revised 
statutes of the state of Wisconsin, and to its successors and 
assigns, the exclusive right, permission and authority to 
lay a single or double track for a railway, with all neces- 
sary and convenient tracks for turn-outs, side-tracks and 
switches, in and along any of the streets in the Third, 
Seventh and First wards of the city of Milwaukee, and to 
operate the railway, cars and carriages thereon, in the 
manner and for the time, and upon the conditions herein- 
after prescribed ; prDiided, that said track shall not be laid 
within twelve feet of the sidewalk upon any of the streets, 
in any case wherever it is practicable to avoid it. 

Section 2. The cars to be used upon said tracks shall p, i i, , 
be operated with animal power only, and shall not connect 
with any other railway on which other power is used. It 
shall be the duty of said railway companies to employ care- 
ful, sober and prudent agents, conductors and drivers, to "^ *'"''' 
take charge of their car or cars, when upon their road or 
roads, and tor the violation of any ordinance of the city, ■ 
on the part of any such officer or officers, employe or 
employes, upon their said road or roads, the said company 
shall be liable for all fines, forfeitures, penalties and dam- 
ages arising therefrom ; Proline?, fioirpicr, that nothing in n-,»it. 
this ordinance shall bo deemed or taken to exonerate or 
discharge, or in any way free any such officer or employe 
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from the penalty or penalties for any such violation, or 
other act or acts by them committed. 

Section 3. The said tracks or railways shall be used for 
no other purpose than to transport passengers and their 
ordinary luggage, and the cars and carriages used for that 
purpose shall be of the 1>est class and style used on such 
( railways. The common council shall have power, at all 
times, to make such regulations, as to the rate of speed and 
manner of nmning the cars or carriages, as the public 
safety may require. 

Section J,. The track of said railway shall not be ele- 
vated above the surface of the street, shall be laid with 
modern improved rails, and shall be so laid that carriages 
and other vehicles can easily and freely cross said track, at 
any and all points, and in any and all directions, without 
obstructions. 

ficctioii ■'), The rale of fare for any distance shall not 
exceed five cents, except when cars or carriages belonging 
to said company shall be chartered for a special purpose. 

Section 6'. In consideration of the rights heretofore 
granted to said company, the company shall keep so much 
of any streets used and occupied by them in operating said 
railways, in good repair and condition, during all of the 
time to which the privileges hereby granted to said com- 
pany shall extend, in accordance with whatever orders or 
regulation may be passed or adopted by the common 
council of said city, respecting the streets along or through 
which the railway tracks shall be laid, and the said com- 
pany shall be liable for all the legal consequential dam- 
ages which may be sustained by any person, by reason of 
the carelessness, negligence of misconduct of any of the 
agents or servants of the company, in the course of their 
employment in the construction or use of the railways 
aforesaid, or either of them. 

Flection 7. The right to operate said railway shall 
of twtn^-livt extend to the fidl time of twenty-five years from the pas- 
'*"•■ sage thereof, and at the expiration of said time, the said 

company, its a.isigns or successors, shall be entitled to 
Common eouncil enjoy all of such privileges, until the common council shall 
may order pur- elect by order for that purpose, to purchase said track of 
chase, wtMiL j.^j^j railways, cars, carriages, station houses, depot 
grounds, furniture and implements of any kind and 
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description, used in the construction and operation ot 
said railways, appurtenances in or. about the same, in the 
manner hereinafter mentioned. 

Section 8. Such order shall fix the time when said city wiutt 
will take such railways and other property before men- ""■ 
tioned, which shall not be less than six months after the 
passage of such order, and at the time of taking said rail- 
ways and other property before mentioned, the city of 
Milwaukee shall pay to said company, its assigns or suc- 
cessors, a sum of money to be ascertained by three com- 
missioners to be appointed for the purpose, as follows: 
one to be chosen from the disinterested freeholders of 
Milwaukee county by the said common council, one in 
like manner by the said company or its assigns, and the 
two persons so cliosen to choose the third from said 
freeholders. 

Section 9. The said company shall commence said 
road at the foot of East ^'ater street, at the bridge, and 
complete the same so far as the Sisters' Hospital, in the 
First ward, on or before the first day of July, A. D., i860, 
and upon the failure to complete the said road, as above 
stated, then all rights that are hereby vested in the said 
company, under this ordinance, shall cease and have no 
effect. Prorirf*«I, however, that if said company is delayed 
by the injunction or any order of any court, then the time 
of such delay shall be excluded, and the same time in addi- 
tion to the periods above described shall be allowed for the 
completion of said railway. The said railway companies 
shall be required to pay to the city of Milwaukee, a license 
tee of ten dollars each, for each carriage or car placed on 
this railroad, before such carriage or car shall be used; 
such license fee to be paid, and a license obtained in the 
same manner as licenses are obtained for hacks, and the 
violation by the driver or conductor of any carriage, or 
driver of any railroad carriage or car, so licensed, shall 
forfeit and make void such license, and such carriage or 
car shall not be permitted to be run or used by said com- 
pany' until a new license shall have been obtained. 

Passed September 24, 1859. 

An Ordinance 
To amend an ordinance entitled "An ordinance authoriz- 
ing the construction and operation of certain horse rail- 
ways in the streets of the city of Milwaukee," passed 
September 24, 1859. 
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The mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee, do ordain as follows: 

flection 1. The ordinance recited in the title of this 
ordinance, and of which this ordinance is amendatory, is 
hereby amended sn as to give, f;rant and allow to the 
River and I^ke Shore Railway Company, its successors 
and assigns, the exclusive right, privilege and authority to 
lay a single or double track for a railway, with all neces- 
sary and convenient tracks for turnouts, sidetracks and 
switches, commencing at the soutii end of East Water 
street, at the bridge; thence running across Milwaukee 
river on Walker's Point bridge, so-called, to Ferry street; 
thence along Ferry street to Lake street : thence west on 
Lake street to Clinton sireet; thence south on Clinton 
street to Florida street; thence along Florida street from 
I5arclay street west to Hanover street; thence along 
Hanover street south to Rlizabeth street; thence west 
along Elizabeth street to Cook street; tlience south along 
Cook street to Mitchell street ; tbence west along Mitchell 
street to the Janesville plank road; thence west along the 
Janesvilte plank road to the city limits, near the Forest 
Home cemetery, and lo operate and use said line and lines 
of railway, with cars and carriages thereon, in the manner, 
for the time, and subject to all the conditions and restric- 
tions prescribed in the ordinance hereby amended, in 
respect to tlie lines of railway thereon authorized to be 
constructed and operated. ProtidvA, hoivever, and this 
ordinance and grant are upon the express condition that 
(he lines of railway hereby authorized to be constructed 
and operated, shall be commenced within six months from 
the passage of this ordinance, and tliat at least one and 
one-half continuous miles of said track shall be laid down 
and operated, by running cars regularly thereon, within 
one year from the passage of this ordinance. 

f^fction 2. The said River and I^ke Shore Railway 
Company shall have no right or authority to construct or 
operate a horse railway in any other street or streets, in the 
Fifth or Eighth wards of the city of Milwaukee, except as 
herein granted and allowed, and the lines of railway herein 
authorized to be constmctcd and operated, shall be con- 
structed and operated in conformity with the provisions of 
this ordinance, and of the ordinance hereby amended, and 
not otherwise. The said company shall construct a double 
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track across said Walker's Point bridge, in such manner as 
may be directed by the superintendent of bridges. 

Section S. The said River and Lake Shore City Rail- 
way Company may, and are hereby authorized and 
empowered to charge and collect for each person who 
shall be carried in any of its cars, both upon the lines of 
road hereby authorized to be constructed, and upon the 
line or lines of road heretofore constructed, or which may 
be hereafter constructed, under the ordinance of which 
this ordinance is amendatory, from any point in said city 
north of Railroad street, in the Eighth ward of said city, to 
said Railroad street, such rate of fare as said company may 
deem expedient, not exceeding five cents for any one 
person ; and not exceeding eight cents for any one person 
from any point in said city nortli of said Railroad street to 
the terminus of said railway, near the Forest Home 
cemetery. 

Section 4- The said River and Lake Shore City Rail- 
way Company shall have no right to take up or remove, or 
cease to operate any portion of tlie line of railway hereto- 
fore constructed under the provisions of the ordinance of 
which this ordinance is amendatory, or of the line of rail- 
way hereby authorized to !>e constructed. 

Sectioti 5. All conductors, drivers and other employes 
of said River and Lake Shore City Railway Company, and 
every person having the charge and custody of any car or 
team belonging to, or used by said company, shall obey 
the orders and directions of the superintendent of bridges, 
and of the several bridge tenders of Walker's Point bridge, 
as to the time and manner of crossing such bridge with 
such car or team, and any such conductor, driver, employe 
or other person who shall disobey any lawful order or 
direction of sucli superintendent of bridges, or either of 
such bridge tenders, shall be punished by fine not less than 
five nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

Section 6. All the provisions of the ordinance of which 
this ordinance is amendatory, shall control and govern all 
rights, privileges and powers hereby granted, excepting 
only so far as the same are modified or repealed by the 
provision of this ordiiiance. 

Passed December 21, 1863. 
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An Ordinance 
To extend the time for the construction of the River and 
L^ke Shore City Railway, as authorized by att ordinance 
passed December 21, 1863. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee do ordain as follows: 

a^rction 1. The time allowed to the River and Lake 
Shore City Railway Company to construct and complete 
the first one mile and a half of the lines of its railway, as 
required by the first section of an ordinance passed Decem- 
ber 21, 1863, authorizing the extension of said company's 
road from the soutli end of East Water street to the city 
limits, near the Forest Home cemetery, is hereby extended 
for the period of one year from the first day of February, 
1865, with all the rights, privileges and immunities in said 
ordinance contained. 

I'rwidcd, that said company will commence the con- 
struction of said work in six months from date, January 
23. 1865. 

Passed January 30, 1865. 



XV.— MILWAl^KEE CITY RAILWAY COMPANY. 

An Act 
To incorporate the Milwaukee City Railway Company. 

The i>eople of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

l^ecthn t. Jolm Plankinton, Frederick Layton, Samuel 
Marshall, Charles F. Ilsley and Walter S. Johnson, and 
theirassociatesand successors, are hereby created and con- 
stituted a body corporate and politic, by the name of the 
" Milwaukee City Railway Company." with all the powers 
and authority incident to corporations, for the purposes 
licreinafter mentioned. 

iilfrtion 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall 
be one hundred thousand dollars, and may be increased 
from time to time at the pleasure of the corporation. The 
capital shall be divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each, and shall be issued and transferred in such manner 
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and upon such conditions as the board of directors shall 
prescribe. 

Section S. All the corporate powers of said corpora- 
tion shall be vested in and exercised by a board of 
directors, and snch officers and agents as shall be 
appointed by the board. The corporators named herein 
shall constitute the first board of directors, and thereafter 
the board shall consist of live or more stockholders, who 
shall be chosen annually by the stockholders at such 
time and in such manner as may be prescribed by the 
by-laws of said corporation. The directors shall hold their 
offices until their successors are elected and assume their 
duties. Vacancies which may happen in the board by 
death, resignation or otherwise, may be filled by the board. 
The board of directors may adopt such by-laws, rules and 
regulations for the government of said corporation and 
the management of its affairs and business, not incon- 
sistent with the laws or constitution of this state or the 
United States, as they may think proper. 

Section 4- ^he said corporation is hereby authorized 
and empowered to construct, maintain and operate a 
single or double track railway, with all necessary and con- 
venient tracks for turnouts, side tracks and appendages, 
in the city of Milwaukee, and in, on, over and along such 
streets, highways, bridges, rivers and bayous in the present 
or future limits of the city of Milwaukee, as the common 
council of said city shall from time to time authorize and 
permit, in such manner and upon such terms and condi- 
tions, and with such rights and privileges as such common 
council may from time to time prescribe; but said corpor- 
ation shall not be liable for the loss of any baggage carried 
on any such railway, kept in and under the care of its 
owner, or its servant or agent. 

Section 5. The said corporation is hereby authorized 
to extend any railway hereby authorized to be built, to anv 
point or points within the limits of Milwaukee county, and 
with assent of the supervisors of any town, may lay the 
necessary and convenient track or tracks, and maintain 
and operate its railway or railways in, upon, over and 
along any common highway and bridge in such town, but 
in such manner as not to obstnict the common travel of 
the public over the same. In all cases where vehicles shall 
meet or be overtaken by the cars or carriages of such 
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railways, either in the city or the county, such vehicles 
shall give way to the cars or carriages of the railway, so as 
not unnecessarily to hinder or detain them. 

Section 6. The said company is hereby authorized to 
purchase or lease the railway and rolling stock and any 
other property of the "River and Lake Shore City Railway 
Company," in the city of Milwaukee, or any part thereof, 
with all its rights and privileges, and to have and use and 
operate and enjoy all such railway and property and rights 
and privileges so leased or purchased as fully to all intents 
as said "River and I^ke Shore City Railway Company" 
could have, use, operate and enjoy the same, or as the cor- 
poration hereby created is or may be authorized to have. 
use, operate and enjoy any railway or other property con- 
structed or owned by such corporation, and any rights and 
privileges granted to and had and enjoyed by it. 

Section 7. It shall be lawful for the corporation hereby 
created, to issue and dispose of its corporate bonds, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of seven per cent per annum, at 
such times and in such manner as the board of directors 
may from time to time determine, and to secure the same 
by a mortgage or mortgages, or tnist deed or deeds of thf 
company's railway and other property, or any part 
thereof, which mortgages or deeds, or any of them, mav 
lawfully be made to cover and convey, as well railway and 
property proposed to be so constructed, operated and used 
by said company, as railway and propertv, at the time of 
making such mortgage or deed, actually constructed, 
operated and used by it; proridcd, that the whole amount 
of bonds actually issued and disposed of at any time, shall 
not exceed in the aggregate six thousand dollars for each 
mile of railway completed and operated by said company; 
nnd provided, fui-thcr, that the issuing of any such bonds to 
be so secured, shall be approved by the votes of stock- 
holders of said company owning and holding three-fifths 
in amount of the capital stock thereof, at a regidar meeting 
of such stockholders, or at a special meeting called for 
that purpose, of which at least six days' notice shall be 
given by publication in some newspaper published in the 
city of Milwaukee. 

fiection S. The said company is hereby authorized to 
negotiate and dispose of such bonds or any part thereof, 
from time to time, as sufficient of its railway shall be con- 
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structed, to authorize the same under the provisions of this 
act. to such persons or corporations, or other parties, on 
such terms and at such rates as may be agreed on, any 
law on the siihject of usury to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Section 9. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication. 
Approved March 28, 1865. 



An Act 
To authorize tJie Milwaukee City Railway Company to 

issue bonds. 

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The Milwaukee City Railway Company is | 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue and dispose of 
its corporate bonds to an amount not exceeding fifty thou- 
sand dollars, bearing interest at sucli a rate and payable at 
such time and place as said company shall determine, and 
such bonds, and interest coupons attached thereto, shall 
be valid, anything in any law of this state on the subject of 
usury to the contrary notwithstanding; and said company 
is hereby authorized and empowered, for the purpose of 
securing the payment of such bonds, with the interest 
thereon, to make, execute and deliver a trust deed or a 
mortgage of its railways and other property used or con- 
nected therewith, in the city of Milwaukee, or any part of 
such railways and other property, and such trust deed or 
mortgage may lawfully be made to cover and convey any 
railway and other property used or connected therewith, 
to be constructed, owned and used by said company after 
the date of such trust deed or mortgage, as well as such 
railways and other property, as are then constructed, oper- 
ated and used by said company ; prorided, that the issue of 
such bonds shall be approved by the votes of stockholders 
owning and holding three-fourths in amount of the capital 
stock of said company. 

Section 2. Said company is hereby authorized to nego- 
tiate and dispose of such bonds and of any part thereof, to 
such persons and parties, and on such terms, and at such 
rates as may be agreed on, anything in any law of this 
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stale on the subject of usury to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Section 3. This act sliall take effect and be in force 
from and after its piibHcation. 
Approved March 23, 1866. 

An Ordinance 
To authorize the construction and operation of certain 
horse railways in the city of Milwaukee. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Mil- 
waukee, do ordain as follows: 

ficction 1. There is hereby given and granted to the 
I Milwaukee City Railway Company, and to its successors 
and assigns, the exclusive right, permission and authority 
to lay a single or double track for a railway, with all neces- 
sary and convenient tracks for turn-outs, side-tracks and 
switches, in and along the course of the streets and 
bridges, in the city of Milwaukee, hereinafter mentioned; 
and the same to keep, maintain, use and to operate thereon 
railway cars and carriages, in the manner and upon the 
conditions hereinafter prescribed, and for and during the 
full term of twenty-five years. 

Section 2. The said company is hereby, as above men- 
tioned, authorized to lay a single or a double track for such 
railways in and along the course of the following streets 
of the said city, and to extend the same as follows : Com- 
mencing at the east end of Chestnut street bridge, in the 
Seventh ward of said city, thence with a double track over 
and across said bridge to Chestnut street; thence westerly 
along Chestnut street to Third street; thence northerly 
along Third street to Walnut street; thence westerly 
along Walnut street to its intersection with Fond du Lac 
avenue; thence along Fond du Lac avenue to the present 
and future limits of the city. Also commencing at the 
intersection of Ea.st Water and Wisconsin streets, thence 
westerly along Wisconsin street to Spring street bridge; 
thence with a double track over and across said bridge to 
Spring street; thence westerly up and along Spring street 
to the present and future limits of the city. Also commenc- 
ing at the intersection of East Water street and Huron 
street, thence westerly along Huron street to Huron street 
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bridge; thence over and across said bridge with a double 
track to Clybourn street; thence along Clybourn street 
to West Water street ; thence southerly along West Water 
street to the Menomonee bridge; thence over and across 
said bridge with a double track to Reed street; thence 
southerly along Reed street, from South Water street a 
single track, to Florida street; tlience westerly along 
Florida street to Greenbush street ; thence southerly along 
Hanover street to Elizabeth street; thence westerly along 
Elizabeth street to Cook street; thence to the city limits, 
at or near the Forest Home Cemetery, in such direction 
and through such streets as said company may elect. 

Section S. The said company shall commence the sev- 
eral lines of road mentioned in the preceding section, and 
shall complete and operate at least one continuous mile 
on each of said three routes within one year from the first 
day of June, A. D., 1865, and the balance of each of said 
lines shall be completed and operated within two years 
from said date ; and upon the failure to complete and oper- 
ate the said, roads, and each of them, within the time above 
limited, then all rights hereby granted and vested in said 
company, under this ordinance, shall cease and determine, 
so far as affects the route so not completed and operated; 
provided, hoicever, that if said company is delayed by the 
order or injunction of any court of record, obtained or 
continued without the procurement or collusion of the said 
company, or any officer thereof, from completing said 
routes, or either of them, within the time herein limited, 
then the time of such delay shall be excluded, and the 
same time, in addition to the periods above prescribed, 
shall be allowed for the completion of said railway, or 
such of said routes as may be so enjoined. 

Section 4- The cars to be used upon said tracks shall 

be operated with animal power only, and said railways 
shall not connect with any other railroad on which other 
power is used, and no railway car or carriage used upon 
any other railroad in this state, except such as may be 
used ori other horse railways in this city, shall be used or 
passed upon said track. 

Section 5. The said tracks and railways shall be used 
for no other purpose than to transport passengers and 
their ordinary baggage, and the cars or carriages used for 
that purpose shall be of the best style and class in use on

sticli railways. The common council shall have power, at 
ail times, to make such regulations, as to the rate of speed 
and time of ninninf; said cars or carriafres, as the public 
safety or convenience may require. 

The track of said railway shall not be ele- 
vated al)Ove the surface of the street, shall be laid with 
modern improved rails, and shall he so laid that carriages 
and other vehicles can easily and freely cross said streets 
at any and all points, and in any and all directions, without 
ob.structiufj.

riage; said license fee to be paid, and a license for sucli car

Ncction 10. All rights heretofore vested in other cor- 
porations are not to be deemed to be impaired or affected 
by this ordinance, but the rights and privileges hereby 
granted arc so granted subject thereto.

The said grantees, their successors or as- 
signs, shall keep so much of any street used and occupied 
by them in operating said railway, in good repair and con- 
dition during the time hereby granted, in accordance with 
whatever order or regulations may be passed or adopted 
in that behalf by the common council of said city, or the 
board of public works, and shall indemnify and save harm- 
less the said city of Milwaukee from any and all loss or 
damage which it may incur, or become liable to pay by 
reason of the malfeasance or nonfeasance of said grantees, 
their successors or assigns, in respect to the duties and 
conditions conferred by this ordinance.

SrctUyn 2- The said persons hereinbefore mentioned, 
their successors and assigns, are hereby authorized to lay a 

single or double track for such railway on and along the 
course of the following streets of the said city of Milwau- 
kee, and to extend the same as follows: Commencing at 
the intersection of West Water and Spring streets, in the 
P'ourth ward of said city, and running thence east along 
Spring street, and across Spring street bridge; thence 
easterly along Wisconsin street to either Jackson or Vati 
Buren street ; thence northerly either on Jackson or Van

Section 1. There is hereby given and granted to the 
Cream City Railroad Company, its-successors and assigns, 
the exclusive right, permission and authority to lay a 
single or double track street railway, with all necessary 
and convenient tracks for turn-outs, sidetracks and 
switches in and along the course of the streets of the city 
of Milwaukee hereinafter mentioned, and the same to 
keep, maintain and use and to operate thereon, railway 
cars and carriages in the manner and upon the conditions 
hereinafter provided, and for and during the full term of 
fifty years from the first day of July, 1879, and no longer. 

Section S. The said company, its successors are hereby g,^ ^g^, 
authorized to lay a single or double track for such railway North W 
on and along the course of East Water street and North **"•''■ 
Water street from Division street to Racine street; pro- 
vided, JuMcercr, that said railway tracks shall be laid and 
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finished along said streets within two years after the same 
shall have been graded to the established grade and fin- 
ished for travel. 

Section 3. Said company is also in like manner hereby 
anthorized to lay a single or double track on Lincoln ave- 
nue, from Kinnickinnic avenue to Bay View street; 
provided, hoxever, that said railway shall be laid and fin- 
ished along said street within ninety days after said street 
shall have been graded to the established grade and fin- 
ished for travel. 

Section 4- The privileges hereby granted to said com- 
pany are granted upon the express condition that said 
company shall make said extensions and maintain the 
same conformably to the several ordinances that have 
been adopted, granting said company the privilege of 
using other streets, and all ordinances, rules and regula- 
tions which may hereafter be adopted, made in the prem- 
ises and within the times above limited unless in the case 
of an injunction by some court or judicial officer, in which 
case the time wherein said injunction shall be operated, 
shall not be reckoned as a part of the time limited, and that 
no power but animal power shall be used in propelling 
cars upon said extensions.

To authorize the extension of tracks of the Cream City 

Railroad Company in the First ward. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee do ordain as follows; 

Section 1. There is hereby given and granted to the 
Cream City Railroad Company, its successors and assigns, 
the exclusive right, permission and authority to lay a sin- 
gle or double track for a street railway, with aJl necessary 
and convenient tracks for turn-outs, side-tracks and 
switches, with turn tables and other convenient apparatus, 
in and along the course of the streets in the city of Mil- 
waukee hereinafter mentioned, and the same to occupy, 
maintain and use. and to operate thereon cars and car- 
riages in the manner and upon the conditions hereinafter 
provided, for and during the full term of forty years from 
the first day of July, 1 884, and no longer. 
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Section 2. Whenever the said corporation shall have Hurray ■nnue, 
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laid a single or double track from the present terminus of 
its line on Farweil avenue, which is now operating by 
virtue of the authority heretofore granted by an ordinance 
to Frank B. Van Valkenburg and others, and by them 
assigned to the said Cream City Railroad Company, 
northerly along said Farweil avenue up to North avenue 
in the said First ward, it is also authorized to extend such 
single or double track along Murray avenue north to the 
line of Bradford street, and thereafter as traffic shall 
require, to Park place north, and thence west to Oakland 
avenue or west on Bradford street aforesaid to Oakland 
avenue.

also provided, that if said corporation, its successors or 
assigns may be delayed in the execution of such work or 
any part thereof by any order or injunction of any court 
of record, then the time of such delay shall be excluded 
from the computation of time herein prescribed. 

Section 4- The cars to be used upon said track shall be Animal power only 
operated with animal power, and no railway car used upon '" •* "**••■ 
any other railroad except upon street railways shall be 
used upon said track. 

Section 5. Said track and railway shall be used for no "jjljjji, '"- -i?' 
other purpose except to transfer passengers and ordinary only. 
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baggage and the cars used for that purpose shall be of the 
style and class ordinarily in use on such railways. The 
common council shall have power at all times to make 
such regulations as to the rate of speed and times of run- 
ning said cars as the public safety may require. The tracks 
of said railway shall be of the gauge of not more nor less 
than four feet eight and one-half inches, and shall not be 
elevated above the surface of the street, and shall be so 
laid that carriages and other vehicles can easily and freely 
cross said street at any and all points, and shall be laid as 
near the center of said street as practicable. 

Section 6. The said corporation, its successors and 
assigns shall keep so much of any street used and occupied 
by it in operating said railway, in good repair and condi- 
tion during the time hereby granted, in accordance with 
whatever order or regulation may be passed or adopted in 
that behalf by the common council of said city, or the 
board of public works, and shall keep all the street inside, 
between the inner rails, where a double track is laid, and 
lor one foot outside of the outer rails, in good order and 
repair, and shall indemnify and save harmless the said 
city from any and all loss and damage by reason of the 
malfeasance or nonfeasance of the said company, its suc- 
cessors or assigns in respect to the duties and conditions 
prescribed in this ordinance.

Cream City Railroad Company, its successors and assigns streats. 
the right and authority, excepting as hereinafter pro- 
vided, to lay a single or double track for street railway, 
with all necessary and convenient tracks for turn-outs, 
side-tracks and switches, and also turn-tables and other 
necessary apparatus on and along the following streets 
and parts of streets in the city of Milwaukee, to-wit: Com- 
mencing at the present northern terminus of the track of 
the said street railway company on North Water street, 
thence north on and along North Water street to its inter- 
section with Brady street, thence easterly on and along 
Brady street to its intersection with Racine street, thence 
north on and along Racine street to Highland place, and 
also a branch extending easterly from the intersection of 
Racine street and connecting with the said company's 
present line of track on Farwell avenue, and the same to 
keep, maintain and use, and to operate street railway cars 
and carriages thereon for and during the term commenc- 
ing with the passage of this ordinance and ending 
July I, 1924. 

Provided, however, that the city of Milwaukee reserves Joint uie of tracks, 
the right to grant to any other person, persons or corpora- 
tion the right to use such tracks and roadbed on and along 
Brady and Racine streets, upon condition, however, that 
such person, persons or corporation shall pay to the said 
Cream City Railroad Company just and adequate com- 
pensation for the use of said track and roadbed to be 
agreed upon between them, and in case of their failure to 
agree upon the same within sixty days after such franchise 
shall have been granted by the city of Milwaukee, then 
such compensation shall be determined upon by arbitra- 
tion, and the city of Milwaukee shall name and appoint 
one person and the Cream City Railroad Company shall 
name and appoint one person, and the said person, per- 
sons or corporation, to which such franchise shall have 
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been granted, shall name and appoint one person, and the 
three persons so appointed shall fix and determine such 
compensation tor the said track and roadbed, due refer- 
ence being had always in fixing the same to the amount 
and character of the use to be made thereof, and in case of 
a failure of either of said person, persons or corporations

And upon further condition that the said Cream City 
Railroad Company shall keep in good substantial repair 
at its own costs and expense, the roadbed lying between 
two lines extended parallel with its tracks and one foot 
therefrom towards the curb line upon all the streets herein 
mentioned and set forth, of the same material, at all times 
of which the street is composed at the time when such 
repairs shall become necessary. 

Section S. This grant and the rights hereby given shalf 
be subject to the terms and conditions except as hereinbe- 
fore expressly stated, under which said Cream City Rail- 
road Company now operates its railway in the city of 
Milwaukee, and the said company in the operation of the 
railway herein authorized shall be subject to the restric- 
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tions provided in the ordinances heretofore granted to it 
authorizing the operation of the existing railway of said 
company. 

Section 4- This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

To authorize the Cream City Railroad Company to extend 
its tracks in the city of Milwaukee. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Mil- 
waukee do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. There is hereby given to the Cream City HariiiL Huhhi, Ck- 
Raib-oad Company, its successors and assigns, the right to boiim,amlSoMnd 
lay a double track for a street railway, with the necessary ujrifys, 
and convenient tracks for turn-outs, side-tracks, switches 
and turn-tables on and over Martin street, from its inter- 
section with Jackson street to its intersection with Broad- 
way and on and along Huron street from its intersection 
with East Water street, to the river over Huron street 
bridge to Clybourn street, westerly on Clyboum street to 
Second street, northerly on Second street to the alley run- 
ning east and west, through block 75 in the Fourth ward 
of the city of Milwaukee ; thence westerly along and over 
said alley to Third street, for and during the term com- 
mencing with the passage of this ordinance and ending 
July I, A. D. 1924; provided, however, that the city of Mil- 
waukee reserves the right to grant to any other person, 
persons or corporations, the right to use said tracks upon 
making just and adequate compensation therefor to said 
Cream City Railroad Company, as hereinafter provided. 

Section S. The city of Milwaukee having granted to RsHrnlion 
the Milwaukee City Railway Company the right and mslM. 
authority to construct and maintain street railway tracks 
over the streets, bridges and parts of streets hereinafter 
named, and to operate railway cars thereon, and having 
reserved the power to grant to any other person or corpor- 
ation the right to operate street railway cars and carriages

kee City Railway Company, its successors and assigns, the

Company for and during the term ending July ist, A. D. 
1924, on the following streets, bridges and parts of streets, 
to-wit: On and along Huron street from its intersection 
with East Water street to the river, on and along Huron 
street bridge to Ciybourn street and along Clyboum street 
to its intersection with West Water street. This ordin- 
ance is granted to the Cream City Railroad Company and 
accepted by it upon the express condition that it shall pay 
to the Milwaukee City Railway Company just and ade-

The mayor and common council of the city of Mil- 
waukee do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. There is hereby given and granted to the 
Cream City Railroad Company, its successors and assigns, 
the right and authority to lay a double track for a street 
railway with all necessary and convenient tracks for turn- 
outs, connections, side-tracks, and switches, also turn- 
tables and other apparatus on and along Pleasant street, 
northwesterly from the intersection of North Water street; 
thence across Pleasant street bridge, and northwesterly on 
and along Dock street to Island avenue; thence north on 
and along Island avenue to North avenue; thence east on 
Xorth avenue to Richards street; thence north on Rich- 
ards street to the city limits, and the same to keep, main- 
tain and use, to operate street railway cars and carriages 
thereon in the manner and upon the conditions herein pro- 
vided, for and during the full period of fifty years, from the 
thirteenth day of July, A. D. 1874. 

Section 2. The said railroad company, its successors 
or assigns, shall begin the construction of the railway here- 
inbefore mentioned and complete the same and operate 
cars thereon, from the said intersection of Pleasant street 
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and North Water street to the intersection of Center street 
and Richards street, within six years from date of the 
passage of this ordinance and the balance of said railway 
from the intersection of Richards street and Center street 
shall be completed and cars operated thereon within 
eighteen months from the date of the passage of this ordin- 
ance. Upon the failure to complete said road and to oper-

Island avenue and North avenue, 
together with the right to make all necessary connections, 
provided, that before using the same or any part thereof, or 
such portions of such track or roadbed upon and over 
which the said city shall have granted a franchise to any 
other person or corporation such person or corporation 
shall pay or secure to be paid to the said Cream City Rail- 
road Company a just and adequate compensation for the ( 
use of such tracks and roadbed to be agreed upon between 
them, and in case of their failure to agree upon the same 
within sixty days after written application by such person 
or corporation to the Cream City Railroad Company, for 
the privilege of running cars over the last named com- 
pany's said tracks, a copy of which application shall be 
filed with the city clerk of the city of Milwaukee at the 
time when made, then such compensation shall be deter- 
mined by arbitration and the city of Milwaukee by its ; 
mayor shall name and appoint one person and the Cream 
City Railroad Company shall name and appoint another 
person and the said person or corporation to which such 
franchise shall have been granted shall name and appoint 
a third person, and the three persons so appointed shall 
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fix and determine the compensation either in gross or pay- 
able in installments and under such conditions and regula- 
tions as the three persons so appointed shall prescribe ajid 
as may be in their opinion just and proper, for the use of 
said tracks and roadbeds, due reference being always had 
in fixing the same to the amount and character of the use 
to be made thereof. And in case of the failure of either of 
said persons or corporations to appoint a suitable person 
within said time the mayor of the city of Milwaukee shall 
appoint a suitable person to act for and on behalf of the 
person or corporation so failing to nominate and appoint 
an arbitrator and the compensation as fixed and deter- 
mined for the use of said tracks and roadbeds by such arbi- 
trators or a majority of them shall be final and conclusive. 
The award of the arbitrators shall prescribe the character 
and the amount of the use to be made as well as the com- 
pensation therefor and shall be filed with the city clerk and 
shall be preserved by him in his office. Such compensa- 
tion shall be subject to revision from time to time on sim- 
ilar application made by either party if the character or 
extent of such joint use of the roadbed becomes materially 
affected and in such case it may be revised either by agree- 
ment or arbitration, as hereinbefore provided. 

Section 4. This grant and the rights hereby given shall 
be subject to the terms and conditions contained in the 
ordinances under which the said Cream City Railroad 
Company now operates its cars Jn the city of Milwaukee 
except as hereinbefore stated. And the said company in 
the operation of the railway herein authorized shall be 
subject to the restrictions provided in the ordinances 
authorizing the construction and operating of the existing 
railway of the said company: and the said Cream City 
Railroad Company shall keep in good repair all that part 
of the street lying between its two outside rails and one 
foot outside of said rails, and in making such repairs said 
company shall use the same material as may be used on 
adjoining parts of the same street at the time at which any 
such repairs shall be made. 

And the necessity of such repairs shall be determined by 
the board of public works, and such repairs shall be made 
within 24 hours after notice to do such work has been 
given by the board of public works. The said railroad 
company faihng to do such work within the prescribed 
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time of 24 hours, then the said board of public works is 
hereby authorized and directed to cause such repairs to be 
made at the expense of said Cream City Railroad Com- 
pany. And the said Cream City Railroad Company, 
before it shall be authorized to construct or operate any 
road under the provisions of this ordinance, shall file with 
the city clerk an instrument in writing, properly executed 
to the satisfaction of the city attorney, which shall fully 
express its acceptance of the provisions and conditions of 
this ordinance and the acceptance of the provisions and 
conditions of any ordinance to authorize any other horse 
railroad company to construct or use railroad tracks as 
hereinbefore set forth. 

Section 5. The common council of the city of Milwau- ^^^ ^^ 
kee reserves the right to alter and amend the provisions of 
this ordinance, and to regulate the time and the rate of 
speed at which cars shall be run upon the tracks hereby 
authorized to be laid. 

Section G. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

But before any car or 
carriage shall be used or operated on said railway, said 
grantees, their successors or assigns, shall pay to the said 
city a license fee of ten dollars per annum for each car 
or carriage; said license fee to be paid, and a hcense for

An Ordinance 

To authorize the construction and operation of a certain 
street railway in the city of Milwaukee. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee do ordain as follows: 

, Section 1. There is hereby given and granted to the 
I Milwaukee Cable Railway Company, a corporation 
created by and existing under the laws of the state of 
Wisconsin, and to its successors and assigns, the right, 
permission and authority to lay a double track for a street 
railway, with all necessary and convenient tracks, connec- 
tions, turn-outs, side-tracks, switches and turn-tables in 
and along the course of the streets and bridges in the city 
of Milwaukee, hereinafter mentioned, and the same to use, 
occupy, maintain and operate thereon railway cars or 
carriages, in the manner and upon the conditions herein- 
after provided, including the right, subject to the pro- 
visions hereof, to at all times make necessary excavations, 
ditches and trenches, and to lay therein all necessary and 
convenient pipes and cables, and make all necessary sewer 
connections, for and during the term commencing at the 
passage and publication of this ordinance, and ending 
July 1st, 1924. 

Section 2. The said Milwaukee Cable Railway Com- 
pany aforesaid, its successors and assigns, are hereby 
authorized to lay a double track with connections, tracks, 
side-tracks, turn-tables, excavations and tables for such . 
railway in and along the course of the following streets 
of the city of Milwaukee, to-wit: 
h Commencing at the intersection of Michigan and 
Milwaukee streets, in the Third ward of the said city; 
thence north on Milwaukee street to its intersection with 
Oneida street ; thence west on Oneida street to the easterly 
approach of Oneida street bridge; thence westerly along 
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and across said approach to Oneida street bridge; thence 
across Oneida street bridge to the westerly approach 
thereto: thence across and along said westerly approach 
to Wells street; thence westerly on Wells street to Seventh 
street; thence northerly on Seventh street to State street; 
thence westerly on State street to the westerly limits of 
said citj'. Also a branch or extension thereof, commenc- 
ing at a point in said railway at the intersection of said 
State street with Eighteenth street; thence north on 
Eighteenth street to its intersection with Center street; 
thence westerly on Center street to its intersection with 
the extension of Eighteenth street; thence north on 
Eighteenth street to its intersection with Hopkins sreet; 
thence northwesterly on said Hopkins street to the north- 
erly limits of said city; and also the further right to use, 
for the purposes of said railway the tracks of the Milwau- 
kee City Railway now laid and in operation on Lake street 
and Michigan street, in the said Third w^rd, from a point 
opposite and adjacent to the Chicago & Northwestern 
Passenger Depot; thence southerly on and along Lake 
street to the intersection of said Lake street with Michigan 
street, and thence westerly on said Michigan street to 
its intersection with said Milwaukee street with the right

Milwaukee, as may hereafter perform the duties of said 
Board of Public Works, in writing, of such intention, 
stating the street where and the object for which such 
opening is to be made, and in the opening and refilling of 
all the openings made as aforesaid, the relaying of pave- 
ments and all other necessary work to complete the restor- 
ation of the street and pavement to as equally good condi- 
tion as before disturbed, said corporation and its servants 
and employes shall be under the supervision and direction 
of the Board of Public Works or its authorized agents, 
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and shall promptly comply with any order of such board 
or agent of the said common coimcil in reference thereto.

pipe shall be tapped or any sewer or any water connec- 
tions made therewith by the said corporation unless a 
permit tlierefor shall be duly issued in the manner pro- 
vided by law. Said corporation shall, within thirty days 
after the passage and publication of this ordinance, 
execute to the city of Milwaukee and file with the citv 
clerk of said city a good and sufficient bond in the penal 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, to be approved as 
to form and execution by the city attorney with two 
sureties satisfactory to the mayor of said city, conditioned 
to pay all damages which may in any manner arise either 
to the city or to individuals on account of the nonfulfill- 
ment of any of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Sectinn ,{. The said corporation hereinbefore men- 
tioned, its successors and assigns, shall commence in good 
faith the construction of said railway mentioned in the 
preceding section within sixty days after the passage of 
titis ordinance, and construct at least six hundred feet of 
track per month, excepting during the months of 
December. January, February, March and April of each 
year, and complete and operate the entire railway by 
December i, 1888, except that portion of said railway to 
be built north of the intersection of North avenue and 
Eighteenth street, which said portion shall be built and 
operated within six months after the completion of 
Eighteenth street, and the laying of sewers therein, and

upon failure to commence the construction of said railway 
within sixty days after the passage of tliis ordinance, or 
upon failure to lay six hundred feet of track during each 
of the months of May, June, July, August, September. 
October and November of each year, or upon failure to 
operate the entire railway by December i, 1888, except 
that portion thereof to be built north of the intersection 
of North avenue and Eighteenth street, or upon failure to 
complete and operate that portion of said railway lying

The tracks of said railway shall be of a 
gauge of four feet eight and one-half inches, and shall noi 
be elevated above the street ; and shall be laid with modern 
improved rails, in such a manner that carriages and other 
vehicles can easily and properly cross said streets, and 
as near together as practicable; and the width of the 
opening of said streets, necessary to operate the said 
cables, shall not exceed three-fourths of an inch. The 
said corporation, its successors and assigns, shall keep 
in good and thorough repair at its own costs and charge, 
so much of all the streets upon which said railway may be 
operated as lies between the two outside rails and one 
foot therefrom toward the curb lines, of the same material 
of which the street may be composed, at the time when 
such repairs shall become necessary, the necessity of such 
repairs to be determined by the said Board of Public 
Works, and the said repairs shall be made within twenty-

An Ordinance 
To antliurize llie Milwaukee & Wliitefish Bay Railway 
Company to extend its tracks and railway, and to oper- 
ate the same by the use of electricity. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee do ordain as follows: 

S'tTiion 1. The Milwaukee & Whitefish Bay Railway 
Company, a corporation duly organized and existing 
under the laws of Wisconsin, is hereby authorized to 
extend its railway upon and along the streets and bridge 
in the said city of Milwaukee hereinafter designated, and 
for that purpose there is hereby given and granted to the

Transit Company is hereby authorized to construct and 
operate a street railway upon and along the streets In the 
city of Milwaukee hereinafter designated, and for that 
purpose there is given and granted to the said Milwaukee 
& Wauwatosa Rapid Transit Company and its successors 
and assigns, the right, privilege and authority to lay and 
maintain a double track for the said railway, with all 
necessary and convenient tracks and turn-outs, side- 
tracks and connections, switches and turn-tables, upon 
and along the streets in the city of Milwaukee named in 
the next following section of this ordinance, and to keep, 
maintain, use and operate thereon railway cars and car- 
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riages propelled by the power of electricity applied by the 
storage battery, overhead or other approved system, sub- 
ject to the conditions and restrictions hereinafter named, 
for and during the term commencing with the passage of 
this ordinance, and ending July i, A. D. 1924. 

Section 2. The said Milwaukee & Wauwatosa Rapid 
Transit Company, and its successors and assigns, is and 
they are hereby authorized to lay, maintain and use a 
double track, with connections, side-tracks, turn-outs, 
switches, turn-tables and turn-table excavations for such

machinery and power house for the purpose of generating 
such electric power, and is also further authorized to erect 
and maintain on, along and across the streets above men- 
tioned in the city of Milwaukee, the necessary poles, wires, 
cables and fixtures for the purpose of conducting and 
applying the power to be used as aforesaid, subject to the 
conditions and restrictions hereinafter contained. 

CNiter peleB to be Section ^. All poles erected by said company to carry 
used. the wires shall be constructed of iron, in a neat, orna- 

mental manner, and of a sufficient strength to support the 
same, and shall always be kept neatly painted. 

All such poles shall be placed with brackets connected 
to their tops and at right angles to the tracks and of such 
length that the trolley or feed wires may be fastened from 
them over the center of the tracks in the center of the 
streets, and not at the curbs, except at corners where the 
lines run, where poles may be also placed at the curb line; 
pmvided, that upon such streets as may be designated by 
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the chief of the fire department the said company may 
place its poles at the curb line. 

All such poles shall be set at a distance of not less than 
one pole in every 125 feet, except at the intersection of 
streets, and all wires to be strung therein shall not be less 
than eighteen feet above the surface of the street. Should 
the company use in connection with said overhead system 
any supplementary or feed wires, such supplementary or 
feed wides shall be properly and safely insulated, and all 
wires used to conduct electric currents for the purpose 
aforesaid shall be constructed with a return paralleled 
metallic circuit. Said company shall carefully and in a 
workmanlike manner place its trolley and feed wires upon 
said poles, and shall break the same from other wires by a 
proper and suitable wire of sufHcient size over said trolley 
or feed wires. And all of this work shall be done to the 
satisfaction of the board of pubhc works of the city of 
Milwaukee. 

In case permission be given by the chief of the fire 
department for the erection of such poles at the curb lines, 
and by reason of excavation under the sidewalks or other 
cause, said poles cannot be set inside of the said curb line, 
then the said board of public works may, upon the applica- 
tion of said corporation, permit the same to place the said 
poles outside of and immediately adjacent to the said curb. 

Sections. At least twenty-four hours before the open- | 
ing of any street or public place, the s^id corporation shall 
notify the board of public works, or such other officers or 
department of the city of Milwaukee as may hereafter 
pertc«Tn the duties of the board of public works, in writing 
of such intention, stating the street where and the object 
for which opening is to he made. And in the opening 
and refilling of all openings made as aforesaid, the relaying 
of pavements and all other necessary work to secure the 
speedy restoration of the pavements and streets to an 
equally good condition as before disturbed, said corpora- 
tions and its servants and employes shall be under the 
supervision and direction of the board of public works or 
its authorized agents, and shall promptly comply with any 
order of such board or agent of said common council in 
reference thereto. 

Nor shall any street, avenue or public place be allowed 
to remain open, encumbered or obstructed for a longer 
period than shall actually be necessary to execute the work

corporation shall employ none but skillful workmen, 
familiar with the execntion of such work; and all such 
work shall be done subject to the control and under the 
direction of the board of public works or its authorized 
agent; and whenever it shall be necessary to make excava- 
tions, ditches or trenches, and thereby interfere with or 
dJEturb any street, pavement or public place, the same shall 
be replaced and restored by or at the expense of the said 
corporation or its assignees, under the supervision and 
direction of the board of pubhc works, and no public sewer 
or water pipes shall be tapped or any sewer or any water 
connections made therewith by such corporation, unless a 
permit therefor shall have been duly issued in the manner 
provided by law: and said corporation shall, within 
sixty (60) days after tlie passage and publication of this 
ordinance, execute to the city of Milwaukee, and file with 
the city clerk of said city, a good and sufficient bond in the 
penal sum of twenty-five thousand ($25,000) dollars, to be 
approved as to form and execution by the city attorney, 
with two sureties satisfactory to the mayor of said city, 
conditioning to pay all damages which may in any manner 
arise, either to the city or individuals, on account of the 
non-fulfillmeiM of any of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 6. The said Milwaukee & Wauwatosa Rapid 
Transit Company, its successors or assigns, shall com- 
mence work as contemplated herein, in good faith, within 
sixty days after the passage and publication of this 
ordinance, and shall also complete said work, and 
shall have said railway in operation on or before 
one year from the passage of this ordinance.

All such hnes along the following business 
streets and parts of streets, and alleys adjacent thereto, 
and in the follo\ving described districts shall be under 
ground, properly insulated, and shall be constructed 
under the supervision of the board of public works, or 
such other officer or department of the city government 
as may hereafter be designated by ordinance or by law to 
perform this said duty, or the duties of said board of 
public works,

To amend an ordinance granting certain rights to the 
Milwaukee Light and Power Company, passed Aprit 
II, 1890. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. The ordinance named in the title hereof is- 
amended by adding after the paragraph entitled "West 
Side," the following: "Except in the alley running north 
and south from Reservoir avenue to State street between 
Third and Fourth streets and the alley between Chestnut 
and Prairie streets, running from Third street to Fourth 
street, and in the alley running from Walnut street tc> 
Reservoir avenue, between Second and Third streets; and 
also to cross all streets intersecting with said alleys; 
provuled, the common council of the city of Milwaukee 
reserves the right to order said wires to be laid under 
ground at any time. 

Passed December 29, 1890. 



119— An Ordinance 

Granting certain rights to the Milwaukee Power and 

Lighting Company, its successors and assigns. 

Whrreaa, On April 11. 1890, the majxtr and common 
council of the city of Milwaukee, duly passed, enacted, 
and approved a certain ordinance entitled: 

"An ordinance granting certain rights to the Milwaukee 
Light and Power Company," whereby certain rights, par- 
ticularly defined in said ordinance, were granted to the 
said if ilwaukec Light and Power Company, its successors 
and assigns; and 

Whn-eas, By certain other ordinances passed, adopted 
and approved by the mayor and common council of said 
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city since that time certain other rights have been likewise 
granted to said Milwaukee Light and Power Company, 
its successors and assigns, and 

Whereas, The said Milwaukee Light and Power Com- 
pany has sold, assigned, transferred and conveyed to the 
Milwaukee Power and Lighting Company all the rights 
granted to said Milwaukee Light and Power Company 
by said several ordinances; now, therefore. 

The mayor and common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. The Milwaukee Power and Lighting Com- | 
pany, of Milwaukee, a corporation organized under and 
by virtue of the laws of Wisconsin, its successors and 
assigns, is hereby authorized to maintain all lines of wires 
and other electric conductors for the transmission of elec- 
tricity for the purpose of furnishing light, heat, power 
and signals heretofore constructed or maintained by the 
said Milwaukee Light and Power Company, or by the 
Milwaukee Power and Lighting Company, in the streets, 
alleys, tunnels and public grounds of said city, and also 
to construct and maintain in the streets, alleys, tunnels 
and public grounds of said city other and further lines of 
wires or other electric conductors to be used for the trans- 
mission of electricity for the same uses and purposes. 
Such electricity to be generated and supplied by the West- 
ern Electric Company system of arc lighting, or such 
other system as the common council may approve, for the 
purpose of furnishing light, heat, power and signals. 

Section 2.' The lines in the districts hereinafter named, 
except loops to lamps wherever they pass in any part of 
any street or alley, in the direction of such street or alley, 
shall be under ground. 

When they cross any alley they shall be under ground 
unless permission be given by the board of public works 
to have them strung overhead. Wherever such lines are 
carried over private buildings of any sort, they shall be 
supported at least nine feet clear from the roofs of such 
buildings, and wherever carried over other private prop- 
erty, they shall be constructed in such manner as shall 
be satisfactory to the board of public works and chief of 
fire department. 

They shall in all cases be properly insulated and loops 
to buildings shall be supplied with switches at least one 
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to every half block, arranged so that firemen can cut off 
the current in case of fire. 

Whenever said company shall desire to extend its lines 
in any of said districts, over or along any street or alley of 
said city, it shall prepare a plan showing the mode of 
extension proposed, and submit the same to the chief of 
the fire department and board of public works, who shall, 
if they approve the same, endorse their approval thereon, 
and the same shall be filed with the city clerk. 

If they do not approve such plan, they shall make such 
modifications thereof as they deem proper and approve 
the same as modified, and the same as modified shall be 
filed with the city clerk, and such extension shall be made 
agreeably to the plan so approved, and shall be con- 
structed under the supervision of the board of public 
works, or such other officer or department of the city 
government as may hereafter be designated by ordinance 
or by law to perform the said duty, or the duties of said 
board of public works.

Third street entire; Twelfth street entire, and the district 
bounded by Fourth street from Fowler street north to 
Reservoir avenue, thence east to the river, then following 
the river south to Fowler street, thence west to place of 
beginning; also the district bounded as follows: The 
Milwaukee river on the east, Twelfth street (inclusive) on 
the west, I'owlcr street on the south, and by Cedar street 
on the north, except in and over the following streets and 
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alleys, to-wit : From the power-house over right of way 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company, 
to alley, running north and south in block twenty-one 
(21), thence north in said alley to Galena street, thence 
west on Galena street to Fourth street). 

And also, (excepting north and south alley between 
Third and Fourth streets from Reservoir avenue to State 
street; alley between Chestnut and Prairie streets from 
Third to Fourth streets, alley between Second and Third 
streets from Walnut to Reservoir avenue, and to cross all 
streets intersecting said alley). 

SOUTH SIDK. 

Clinton street to National avenue; Reed street entire; 
Grove street to Greenfield avenue; National avenue 
entire; Florida street entire; Lake street entire; and the 
district bounded by Hanover street from Menominee 
river to Florida street, thence east to Milwaukee river, 
thence following said river to the place of beginning. 

The said company is hereby prohibited from placing 
poles in any block in any street of the south division for 
the sole purpose of illuminating a parallel street by loop- 
ing from one street to the other, otherwise to have the 
privileges heretofore granted. 

Along the streets and alleys excepted from the forego- on gi 
ing districts, and along the other streets and alleys of the *ln 
city, the said company may stretch its conductors upon ' 

poles ; said conductors to be properly insulated, said poles 
to be of the first quality, not to be more than one hundred 
and fifty feet apart, and shall in no case support the wires 
less than thirty-five feet in height, and shall be arranged 
so as to support the conductors along the sides of the 
street, and the circuits to be none other than metallic cir- 
cuits. The city of Milwaukee shall at all times have the 
right and privilege to use the poles of said company for 
the purpose of stretching and maintaining thereon a line 
or lines of wire for the use of the fire department, the 
police department, or any other department of the city 
government without any compensation therefor. 

Section 3. Whenever it may be found necessary in pg„ 
making any of the connections contemplated in this ordin- resi 
ance or in repairing the same to interfere or disturb any 
street, alley, pavement or sidewalk, tlie same shall be 
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replaced and restored by or at the expense of said com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, under the supervision of 
the board of public works, but no sewer, gas or water 
pipes shall be disturbed for that purpose. 

Before opening any street, alley or other public place. 
the said corporation shall notify the board of public works 
in writing of such intention, stating the place where such 
opening is to be made, and .';hall comply with the direc- 
tions of said board, or of the common council in reference 
tn replacing the pavement of said street, alley or other 
public place, and shall employ skilled labor for that 
purpose. 

SectUiH .}. Nothing in this ordinance shall be con- 
strued as conferring any exclusive rights and privileges 
upon the Milwaukee Power and Lighting Company. 

, The common council of the city of Milwaukee shall 
have right at all times to direct that the wires of said com- 
pany shall be placed in a conduit in any street in which a 
I'onduit is laid, and the company shall forthwith proceed 
to have the i^me placed in said conduit and remove its 
poles from the street along which the conduit is laid; and 
the said company shall have the same rights and powers 
in all respects as if the said wires were placed on poles; 
the said company, however, in carrying out the directions 
of the common council, as contemplated in this section, 
shall have the right and option to build its own conduit 
on such street and place and operate its wires therein. 

Provided, however, that the common council reserves 
the right to require the said Milwaukee Power and Light- 
ing Company to place any or all of its wires and lines 
under ground at any time. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall not take effect unless 
the Milwaukee Power and Lighting Company shall, 
within ninety days after the passage ol this ordinance, 
have executed and delivered a bond to the city of Milwau- 
kee in the penal sum of fifty thousand ($50,000.00) dollars, 
with sureties satisfactory to the mayor and comptroller 
of said city, and approved as to form by the city attorney, 
conditioned to indemnify and save harmless the city of 
Milwaukee of and from ail damages which may accrue, or 
which may in any way arise or grow out of the exercise 
by said company of the privileges herein granted. 
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The bond above mentioned shall be further conditioned Remwil of tame. 
for the faithful compliance by said company with all the 
terms and provisions of this ordinance, and shall be 
renewed every five years or oftener, and at any time and 
as often as the common council of said city may desire. 

Section 6. The Milwaukee Pmver and Lighting Com- Condudora to ba

Whenever the common council of the city of Milwau- 
kee, or the proper city officials shall order any light or 
lights in any street, alley or public place to which light 
may be conducted by wire, stretched upon poles, then 
said company shall, within thirty days, put up and main- 
tain such light or lights, of the power above mentioned, 
during the entire night every night in the year, at such 
price as may be agreed by contract, but not to exceed one 
hundred and fifty dollars per annum for each light of two 
thousand candle power. 

All lights mentioned in this section shall run and be in |_|g)^ (g „,, ,|] 
operation from early twilight in the evening to daylight bIbW- 
in the morning. 

Section 7. All charges for standard lights furnished by charges lor llghtt 
said company, except those furnished to the city, shall be to Iw uniform, 
uniform in price throughout the whole city, and in no case 
shall a higher price be charged by said company for such 
lights to any consumer in any part of the city, than the 
lowest price for which the same number of similar lights is 
furnished by the company to any other consumer in any 
other part of the city. 

Said company shall furnish lights to all persons who To «*hom KgMi 
shall pay for the same monthly, and who shall reside upon ■""''J* ^^ 
a street, alley or public way in which the conductors of 
said company are maintained. 

Said company shall extend its conductors to any point Condodon lo be 
upon any business street, and to any point upon any street 
within the fire limits of said city, so as to supply consum- 
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ers, whenever application shall be made therefor by not 
less than five resident consumers in every block of such 
street on such proposed extension; provided, such appli- 
cation shall be made in writing addressed to the company, 
signed by the proposed consumers, and shall specify the 
extensions desired, the number of consumers in each 
block of such extension, and their location by street 
numbers. 

Exttnslan lo be Whenever such an application shall be made to the said 

made In thirty company for such an extension of its conductors it shall 
"'"' be the duty of said company to make such extension 

within thirty days after such apphcation shall be made; 
provided, that in case the proposed extension is required 
i)y this ordinance to be made under ground that said com- 
pany shall have ninety days, after the frost is out of the 
ground to complete its extension. 

In case said company shall neglect or refuse to make 
such extension within the time hereinbefore mentioned, 
this ordinance shall thereupon become null and void, and 
all franchises and privileges hereby granted shall cease 
and terminate. 

RigM to amend er Section 8. The common council of the city of Mil- 
repeal mervail. waukee hereby expressly reserves the right to amend, 
alter, modify or repeal this ordinance or any amendments 
hereto at any time; the action of the common council in 
this respect to be conclusive on the said Milwaukee Power 
and Lighting Company and its assigns. 

Section 9. The Milwaukee Power and Lighting Com- 
pany shall not at any time pool their interests or consoli- 
date with any other electric light company which may 
have heretofore obtained or may hereafter obtain a fran- 
chise to do business in this city; and if said Milwaukee 
Power and Lighting Company shall pool or assign their 
interests or consolidate with any other illuminating com- 
panies without the consent of the common council, then 
all rights under this ordinance shall be null and void. 

, Section 10. It is hereby expressly enacted that the 
Milwaukee Gas Light Company is prohibited from acquir- 
ing any interest whatever in the said Milwaukee Power 
and Lighting Company, and if the said last named com- 
pany shall allow said Milwaukee Gas Light Company to 
acquire any interest whatever in said Milwaukee Power 
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and Lighting Company, then this ordinance shall be null 
and void. 

Section 11. Whenever the common council of the city f^^ ^ purehaw 
of Milwaukee shall deem it to the interest of the city to reserved by cHy. 
purchase the property, rights and privileges of the said 
Milwaukee Power and Lighting Company, as mentioned 
in the preceding section of this ordinance, also all 
grounds, buildings and machinery and other property 
required to operate the electric plant, as mentioned above, 
it shall have the right so to do by "aying to said company, 
or its assigns, such compensation as may be determined 
between said company and the said city of Milwaukee, 
and in case they can not agree, then the value of said prop- 
erty of the Milwaukee Power and Lighting Company shall 
be settled by arbitration of three persons, one chosen by 
the said corporation or company, and one by the common 
council of the city of Milwaukee, and the third by the two 
thus chosen, and the decision of such arbitrators shall be 
final and conclusive. 

It shall be the duty of said Milwaukee proper iwttch op- 
Power and Lighting Company to provide all buildings parmtwlobepro- 
where its system of lights is used, with proper switch 
apparatus, such apparatus to be so constructed and con- 
veniently placed on the outside of all buildings lighted by 
the Milwaukee Power and Lighting Company, that in 
case of fire or other emergency, the electric current can 
be immediately cut off from entering any such building.

Said company shall extend its conductors to any point 
upon any bu.siness street, and to any point upon any street 
within the fire limits in said city so as to supply consumers, 
whenever application shall be made therefor by not less 
than five consumers residing or doing business in every

Section 8. The common council of the city of Mil- 
waukee expressly reserves the right to amend this ordi- 
nance at any time. 

Section 9. The Milwaukee Telegraph Company of 
Milwaukee shall not at any time pool or assign their 
interests nor consolidate with any other electric light 
company which may have heretofore obtained or may 
hereafter obtain a franchise to do business in this city;
